January presentation 

On the Crossroad: The Hellenistic Kingdom of 
Cappadocia: 

A Brief History as Seen Through Its Royal 
Coinage 

Cappadocia was created as a Persian satrapy by 
the Achaemenids during their conquest of Anatolia. 
Cappadocia’s sparsely populated lands were pur¬ 
posely populated by Iranian peoples between the 
mid-sixth century BC and Alexander the Great’s 
conquest of Persia in the mid-fourth century BC to 
provide a buffer between the Persian heartland and 
the Greek city-states bordering the Aegean Sea. 
Cappadocia became a crossroad between the Per¬ 
sian world of the East and the Hellenistic world of 
the Mediterranean. Both influences would be seen 
in Cappadocia’s coinage once the satrapy became 
a kingdom in its own right soon after Alexander’s 
death in 323 BC. Cappadocia’s history was tur¬ 
bulent, and its coins interesting, with some being 
remarkably beautiful. — John Ri
